Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Dusvaus, Ia., Jan. 238.—The small-pox which 
originated in Cascade, Ia., twenty-six miles from 

Dubuque, has spread to Farley and Worthing 

ton, and seems to be gotting worse every day.

body of the first fatal case quietly, and at 
night, the corpse was iollowed to the grave by» 
large funeral procession, and six pall-bearers.
